"Nw “opening exhibit" of the forly-
inch Yeres ieletcope at Chleago Lhis
week I8 an ocourrence of no little In-
terest to the general publie” To both
the lay and the sclentific mind astron-
omy {8 a fascinating study., The stu-
pendous  magnitudes with  which 1t
deals and the brilllant beauty of lis
phenomena attract while they bewils
deg, It offers, moreover, a fleld of in-
estimible richness for rescarch and
'for the enlargement of huinan knowl-
edge. Hut this Iv a feld whoite eultl-
vation depends, more than any eother,
upon the Implements used, Inventlon
s valn; speculition 8 futile; calcula-
ton waits on dite, Actunl observition
through powerful Instruments alone
can glve results and promise of resulls,
and w0 progress in  astronomlenl
knowledge must be mensured By the
progreas made in the manufacture of
nstronomionl Instruments. How much
further progress will be Made, or onn
be made, In this direction, he would be
rash  who ‘would attempt to say, No
such limit yet appears as hisg been
renched, for example, In micrordopy,
und, with the requisite care nnd skill
in casting amd grinding glusses, there
seems no good reason why telegcopes
should not be made by far exceeding
In sixe and power the greatest of those
now projected.

It s one thing, huwewr. to plan A
huge télescope, and even l'nukh its
tube and exhibit It to mdmiving moltl-
tudes: but 1t I8 another and a far dif-
ferent thing to make the lemses and
to put the machine Into use. The Lick
telescope 18 smaller than the Yerkes,
yoL what o task {t was to make it
ponderous objectivel Disc after dise of
crown gliss was casl, ol great expense
und lubor, only to be rejected, SBome
got  broken, some contalned flaws,
some  were spolled In coollng, some
were rulned in annealing.

When thig great Instrument s fin-
lshed, It will be, In slze, without o pls
viel; and though the efMelency of lele-
seopes Joes not Increass In equnl -
tlo with thelr slge, It ought to excel
nll others In powe; I8 pedpest ocome-
petitor In size s the Lick telescope,
with 1its thirty-six inch dise, Russin
boasts one of thirty inches, Bogland's
largest, In the Royal Observatory st
Greenwlch, measures twenty-elght in-
ches, the shme a8 D Draper's lavgest,
and that at Yale. The great telescope
at Washington has a lense of twenty-
six Inches, and that at Pripcston of
twenty-three. There are other much
Inrger tubes, but fhey are refloctors,
not  refractors—an  enthrely  different
type. Mr. Commons, ot Eallng, Eng-
land, has a superb thirty.six lnch re-
flector. There 18 one of forty-elght
inches at Melbourne. The famous Her-
schel reflector also mensures forly-
elght inches, while Lord Ross's mighty
tube bonsts & speoplum no less than
seventy-two inches in diameter.
